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THE RAYMOND LION 


Of all the eight sentiments set forth 
in the Lions Code of Bthics, none 
goes more directly to the heart of the 
matter than —8. “To be careful with 
my criticisms and liberal with my 
praise; to build up and not destroy.” 
There are two forms of criticism, 
destructive and constructive, The one 
condemns, tears down, destroys, 
leaves only desolation where once was 
a structure —faulty, perhaps, but 
serving some good purpose. The other 
encourages, points out the better way, 
leads to building up, improving and 
advancing to nobler things. 

This pledge, taken by every Lion, 
will lead him to pattern more and 
more closely after Him who, almost 
two thousand years ago, taught ser- 
vice, charity and humility to men. 
When the woman taken in sin, was 
brought before the Master for sen- 
tence, He agreed that under the strict 
letter of the law she should be stoned 
to death. But He stipulated that the 
first stone be thrown by one who was 
himself without sin. Then her prose- 
cutors sheaked away. Finally looking 
up from the writing in the sand 
which occupied Him, He asked: 
“Where are those thine accusers? 
Hath no man condemned thee?” 

And when she replied that none had 
He said: “Neither do I condemn thee. 
Go, and sin no more.” 

There was constructive criticism of 
the kind which the Lions seek to 
follow. He did not call harsh names, 
nor seek to ostracize the woman, nor 
bar her from attending service at the 
temple, nor do any of the things that 
so matty of His professed followers 
have done. He was careful with His 
criticism. He made it constructive, 
not destructive. He did not say that 
the woman was blameless, but He 
pointed out the way to better things 
—"Go, and sin no more.” 

There is enough error and wrong 
doing in the world to furnish endless 
ground for denunciation, complaint or 
fault-finding, if the Lions but devoted 
themselves to it. The Lions pledge to 
leave that to others. 


There is also enough that is good 
and honest and praiseworthy in every 
human endeavor to furnish endless 
ground for approval and encourage- 
ment and support. The Lions pledge 
themselves to voice their praise for 
the good in whatever is, and their 
help in all good works. 

The things which are not desirable 
are to be supplanted by good things, 
suggested in a constructive way; and 
the things which are most desirable 
are to be encouraged by liberal praise 
and by substantial aid and moral sup- 
port, 

With every Lions Club and every 
individual workitig to that end; with 
all their cumulative influences work- 
ing to build up atid not to tear down; 
to substitute good for evil instead of 
merely railing at evil; teach falr and 
honest business methods instead of 
lamenting that some are not honest 
—who can doubt that the standard 
of citizenship will be steadily raised 
in every country where Lionism has 
a foothold? 

And that is the ultimate purpose 
of Lionism — to make: better citizens.

University Expands 
In Calgary 


In accordance with the recent de- 
cision by the Provincial Government 
to expand the Calgary Branch of the 
University, the Board of Governors 
have approved the offering of first 
year courses leading to the degree 
of B.A., B. Sc. in Arts, and B. Se, 
in Nursing. This will also provide 
the first year of University work for 
those students seeking admission to 
the Faculties of Medicine, Dentistry, 
and Law at the University’s main 
branch in Edmonton. 

Subjects taught in the Faculty of 
Arts and Science will include English 
French, History, Political Economy, 
Philosophy, Mathematics, Physics, 
Chemistry, Botany, Zoology, and 
Physical Education, with the possible 
addition of German and Latin. Five 
additional staff members will be ap- 
pointed to provide instruction in the 
expanded programme and additional 
clerical and technical staff will also 
be named. = 

Teacher training courses in the 
Faculty of Education will be contin- 
ued as in past years. 

Students wishing to enroll in any 
of the programmes available in the 
Calgary Branch are advised to apply 
to the University Registrar in Edmon- 
ton indicating their desire to obtain 
their instruction in the Calgary 
Branch Further information may be 
obtained from the Registrar on all 
problems connected with University 
registration or instruction.

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I REMEMBER 


Mr. A. Dilworth Woolley came to 
Canada the first time in 1892. As I 
remember it, he came with a_ ship- 
ment of his father’s cattle which 
Charles McCarthy brought into Alber- 
ta. Mr. Woolley returned to Grants- 
ville, his birthplace and assisted his 
father, Samuel Woolley who was a 
large cattle and sheep owner, also 
owned a large number of horses and 
a ranch north of the Town of Grants- 
ville, 


On May 11th 1899 Dilworth left 
Salt Lake City for a mission to the 
Eastern States for the LDS Church. 
He was one of the first Elders to 
return to the Hill Cumorah after the 
Saints journeyed West. 

On his return from the mission 
field he became employed in the Real 
Ratate office of his brother-in-law the 
late John W. Taylor who was at that 
time promoting the sale of land in 
Alberta, and of course, he received 
a great deal of encouragement to go 
to Canada to purchase land and get 
a start in life. 

In the year 1904 or 1905 he came 
to Alberta and settled at Raymond, 
where he purchased a lot on the corn- 
er of 8rd East and 2nd North; the 
closest lot to the centre of town at 
that time that he could buy as much 
of the centre of own was reserved for 
business. He built one of the first 
houses in Raymond on that lot, a 
small two roomed leanto, As he was 
employed by the Knight Sugar Co. 
herding cattle, it was a place where 
he could go and call home when he 
came in from the range. His brother- 
inlaw Arthur Burritt and wife lived 
in that house during thelr stay in 
Canada. 


Mr. Woolley was a member of the 


first High Council in the Taylor 
Stake. 
He bought the farm now owned 


by Don Wilde where the Welling Sta- 
tion and grain elevators are located. 
After making a few payments on the 
land Horace Welling, after whom 
Welling was named, wanted that farm 
so Mr. Woolley let him take over his 
contract, then bought a half section 
one and one haif miles south, He 
later added to his holdings there, and 
the farm is still listed in his name 
an owned by his wife, 

On March 3rd 1909 he was married 
to Hattie Schenfeld in the Salt Lake 
Temple and came back to Canada in 
April 1909 to make his home, resid- 
ing in Raymond until the spring of 
1938 when the family moved to the 
farm, 

Three children were born to Mr. 
and Mrs. Woolley; Glen, Arla and 
Wayne. 

Mr. Woolley was employed by King 
Bros. General Merchants, for seven 
years, Their placce of business was 
located South of the old building of 
the Bank of Montreal, 

Wayne's health broke when eleven 
years old, therefore he availed him- 
self of a University education. He 
attended the University of Alberta

2nd Spraying For | 
Fly Control Completed 


The second operation of the Fly 
Control Program has just been com- 
pleted here by the spraying outfit 
from Lethbridge under the direction 
of M. L. Friend. The Health Depart- 
ment of Lethbridge have worked in 
close co-operation with our local De- 
partment in this matter but to make 
a real success of this requires the 
full co-eperation of every householder 
in Raymond. : 

Sanitation is a must in Fly Control 
and one big step in this direction is 
the careful disposal of garbage. The 
Health Department recommends that 
all garbage be wrapped and kept in 
fly-tight and water-tight containers, 
If possible all dry garbage should be 
burned—dry garbage may consist of 
potatoe peelings etc, wrapped in lots 
of newspaper. The common garbage 
heap is one of the major breeding 
place of our common enemy, the 
house fly, so do your part and do 
away with the fly. 

It is also the duty of all citizens 
to sereen their windows and doors 
and paint the screens with Household 
DDT. This forms a protection against 
the fly —and that is good.
